In these modern times much is heard about baby¬ 
sitting. Although much has been said, perhaps too 
little on just how it should be done. 

I have gotten a hold of a brief manual which is 
prepared by the Youth Employment Organization of 
Sacramento. Below are some points which will be of 
assistance to anyone who needs a babysitter and any¬ 
one who hires a babysitter. 

ON ARRIVAL 

1. Make a written note of the address and telephone 
number where parents can be reached. 

2. Make written notes as to how to call Family Doc¬ 
tor, Fire Department, Police Department, and rela¬ 
tives ond neighbors of your employer. 

3. Ask for and take down in writing any special in¬ 
structions parents may have for you. 

4. When in strange house, take careful note of your 
surroundings, observe any conditions which may cause 
accidents so you may take precuations. 

5. Learn what to do in case of emergencies, fire, ac¬ 
cident, prowlers, etc. 

AT ALL TIMES 

1. Keep awake, alert, watchful. 

2. Follow parents' instructions faithfully. 

3. Do not let children play near an open fire, stove, 
or electric appliances. 

4. Keep them away from unguarded open windows 
and stairways. 

5. Do not let them play with matches, knives, sharp 
objects, plastic bags or unsafe toys. 

6. Feed the children what their mother specifies, 
and nothing else. Feed them only at the times the 
mother says. 

7. Carefully latch outside doors when parents leave. 
Never open them to strangers. 

8. Write down any phone messages received. 

9. Never invite your friends to join you without 
parents permission. 

10. Make necessary phone calls only and make them 
brief, (someone may be trying to call in) 

11. Unless your employer has left a snack for you, do 
not take food. 

12. Do not use radio or TV without parent's permis¬ 
sion. Do not fool with TV adjustments. 

13. If child is unruly or disobedient, be patient and 
try your best to keep order. If things get out of hand, 
phone the parents. 

ON PARENTS RETURN 

1. Tell them everything that has happened, good or 
bad.

A meaiu mañana la solemne ceremonia congrega¬ 
ba en las iglesias a piadosa multitud que esperaba la 
vendicion de las "candelas" para la hora de la mu- 
ert- y la bendición de los chiquitines. 

La gente acudió a todas horas a las iglesias llev¬ 
ando grandes charolas cubiertas de flores y veladoras, 
en medio de las cuales reposaba un Niño Dios de ye¬ 
so, vestido de brillantes colores. En todas las calles 
y plazas cercanas al templo la animación idnaba 
durante todo el día. Los puestos de taquitos pam- 
bazos, buñuelos, y gorditas, invadían todos los lu¬ 
gares sponibles. Las velas y los quinqués ponían 
reflejos raros en las ollas de barro vidriado, que con¬ 
tenían el atole, el tepache o el ponche, que la gente 
consumía mientras se divertían viendo los juegos arti¬ 
ficiales, o simplemente charlando. Ese mismo dia en 
las familias de posición mas desahogada, se efectuaba 
el "baile de los compadres", fiesta que se empezaba 
a preparar desde el dia 6 de Enero, dia de los Reyes, 
en el que la persona que se sacaba el "niño" de la 
rosca, se comprometía a dar una fiesta en su casa el 
dia 2 de Febrero. 

Ese mismo dia de Reyes se formaban las parejas de 
compadres, entre la gente joven casi al "azar" . En 
un sombrero y una caja se ponían por separado los 
nombres de las mujeres y de los hombres, acto segui¬ 
do los jovenes sacaban uno a uno los papelitos, pero 
era muy frecuente aue los encargados de hacer el sor¬ 


teo, se hubieran puesto de acuerdo antes de empezar 

y de esta forma, enterados de antemano de las incli¬ 
nación s de sus amigos formaban las parejas, hacien¬ 
do mu ñas veces de " Cupido" . 

Otras, en cambio, eran venganzas sentimentales 
y junto de el nombre de "Juan" que era novio de 
" Lucita" y que estaban enojados, ponian el de doña 
"Chuy" solterona, gorda y amargada. 

La fiesta era esperada con entusiasmo e ilusión. 

El momento culminante de la fiesta era cuando, un 
poco antes de iniciarse la primera contradanza, los 
"compadres" se dirigían a sus respectivas parejas, 
les ofrecian un pequeño obsequio, consistente por lo 
general en un perfume, ellas lo tomaban entre tím¬ 
idas sonrisas y a su vez prendian en la solapa del ca¬ 
ballero, un ramito de flores. Acto seguido se inici¬ 
aba el baile, frente a los escrutadores ojos de las se¬ 
ñoras mayores y la indiferencia de los padres que ha¬ 
dan tertulia aparte, hablando de política. 

Hoy todo esto ha desaparecido casi por completo. 
Solo la iglesia se regocija en esto fecha y la gente 
h imilde, fiel depositario de la tradición, toma a su 
Niño Dios, lo coloca entre flores y romero y velas 
y lo lleva a la iglesia, siguiendo la costumbre casi 
olvidada.
